The Chilean Affair Reaches a 
Focus. 


Minister Ezan’s Recall Now Asked by 
the Little Republic. 


The United States Replies With an 
Emphatic Ultimatum. 


A Rupture of Diplomatic Relations Certain 
and War Probable if Chile Falls 
to Respond in a Proper 
Spirit,

Santiago (Chile,) Jan. 23.—[By Cable 
and Associated Press.| It was learned 
today that the questiofat issue bet ween 
Chile and the United States has assumed 
a most acute phase. This information 
is tothe effect that the Chilean gov- 
ernment has received from the Gov- 
ernment of the United States an ulti- 
matum which in the strongest terms 
states that diplomatic relations between 
the two countries will cease unless the 
offensive circular note sent out by Sejior 
Matta, the recent Chilean Foreign Min- 
ister, in regard to the Baltimore affair, 
is withdrawn. 

Furthermore the ultimatum demands 
that Chile immediately make reparation 
for the attacks by the mob upon. the 
Baltimore’s sailors in Valparaiso and 
that she make an apology for those at- 
tacks. ‘The ultimatum concludes with a 
statement that the United States will 
not brook further delay on the part of 

(‘hile in answering the demand of the 
American Government. 

New YORK, Jan. 28.—Information 

from a reliable source is received here 


from Santiago de Chile announcing that

ment has fecefved an ulti- 
matum from the United States declaring | 
that no further delay in th: settlement 
of the dispute between the two govern. 
ments would be tolerated. The Matta 
telegram, the ultimatum says, must be 
immediately withdrawn. 
* EGAN’S RECALL NOW aSKED. 

San Francisco, Jan. 23.—A Washing- 
ton special says that the recall of Min- 
ister Egan was formally requested of 
Secretary Blaine vesterday by Minister 
Montt, head of the Chilean legation 
in this city. It is said-the Chilean gov- 
ernment bases its sequest for the recall 
of Egan upon that the Amer- 
ican Minister has been guilty of making 
reports to Washington that were delib- 
erately false and of engaging in in- 
trigues for the purpose of creatin 
trouble between the United States an 
Ghile. 

“The publication of the correspond- 
ence with Chile,’’ said a gentleman who 
is acquainted with it, ‘‘will show that 
President Harrison and Secretary 
Blaine are fully in accord in their, ap- 
proval of Egan’s course.”’ 

It was reported in Wdshington that 
the United States Government had re- 
called Minister Egan and this created 
considerable excitement, but it was 
soon learned that the story was without 
foundation, 


THE NEWS CONFIRMBD. 


An Ultimatum Has Been Sent and Egan’s 
Recall Asked. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Although no direct offi- 
cial statement can. be obtained it is 
learned tonight that the Associated 
Press dispatch from Santiago de Chile 
reporting the nature of the communi- 
cation just sent by this Government 
to that of Chile is in the main correct, 
though couched in much less diplomatic 
terms than the original and going be- 
_ ond it in one particular of importance. 

he immediate impélling cause of send- 
ing this communication seems ‘to have 
been the receipt by the Secretary of 
ae through Minister Montt, of a po- 
lite ‘Announcement on the part of the 
Chilean government that Minister Egan 


is not a persuna grata, but on 
the contrary a persona non grata. 
in the estimation of the Chilean 


government, coupled with a suggestion 
that a speedy adjustment of existing 
difficulties and the promotion of good 
relations between the two countries 
would be faciliated by his withdrawal. It 
was not considered proper to comply 
with this suggestion, which was en- 
tirely unexpected, and, In fact, created 
great surprise. Thereupon it was 
termined that the controversy should 
be brought to a decisive point by invit- 
ing Chile to choose between two alter- 
natives, namely, to promptly withdraw 
the offensive Matta circular, and alsoto 
make. reparation to the victims or to 
the families of victims ofthe Valparaiso 
mob, or in case of refusal to under- 
stand that diplomatic relations between 
the United States and Chile must en- 
tirely and indefinitely cease, No de- 
mand that she make an apology for 
those attacks was included in the com- 
munication thus sent, for the reason, it 
‘is understood, that Chile *has already 
made to this Government earnest dis- 
claimers of sympathy with, or complic- | 
ity in, the deplorable occurrences of last 
October, and has expressed deep regret 
for them. 
WAR NOT NECESSARY. 

There is good reason to belleve that 
all that is contemplated by this Govern- 
ment inthe event of the possible re- 
fusal of Chile to comply with these de- 
mands issimply a severance of dip- 
lomatic.relations and that the supposed 
danger of war is by no tmeans increased 
by the step now taken, On the con- 
trary it is believed no more serious re- 
sults would follow the cessation of dip- 
lomatic intercourse with Chile than 
have followed similar interruption of 
such felations with other pountries in 
the past. 

It is understood that this Government 
was not only surprised but also disap- 

ointed by the receipt of the suggestion 
fo or Minister Egan's recall in view of 
the fact that a settlement of the long- 
pending diplomatic controversy upon 
existing lines seemed to be progressing 
favorably, and there was no apparent 
an should be

A DEMOOCRATIO SENATOR'S VIEWS. 

Senator Morgan of Alabuma, the head 
of the Democratic minority on the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee, in 
the course of a conversation’ today on 
the report that Minister Egan's recall 
had been requested said: ‘This would 
bea good opportunity to. send some 
great American down there whose 
name would Carry with it dignity and 
authority,smch aman as Edmunds, for 
instance, as ambassador to that govern- 
ment, for the roe of negotiating a 
treaty and looKing overthe field. Our 
treaties with Chile have been termt- 
nated. That would be no offense to Egan. 
An ambassador is sent to doa particular 
thing, to adjust affairs and arrange re- 
lations between a minister accredited 
to a power and the government of that 
power. It would be a fine opportunity 
for the Govetnment to show a desire to 
do justice to Egan, to Chile and to all 
concerned. $end a plenipotentiary and 
ambassador with powers to negotiate a 
treaty and on the ground to see exactly 
what the situation is. Pending that 
there would be peace and an absence of 
irritation in our country and in Chile, 
too. Theré would be no offense to 
Egan, and itseemsto me the Govern- 
ment haslostanopportunity. Although 


I do not distrust at all the patriotism of 


Harrison or Blaine in the matter it is 
very natural that they should lean to 
his side, because atthe time of his ap- 
pointment there was great doubt as to 
whether he was a proper man to send to 
such a place.’ 

“But,” added the Senator, ‘‘an apol- 
ogy is not to be at all conditioned on 
the recallofEgan. If Egan be not ac- 
ceptable they would only have to say 
so to secure his recall. They have the 
po ces to have him recalled independent 

an apology, if they are going to 
make 
APOLOGY AND REPARATION. 


The Senator said it seemed. to him 


that any apology would be not so much 
for what Chile had done, as for what 
she had said about us. ‘The govern- 
ment of Chile,’’ said he, ‘‘disclaims all 
connection. with, all approbation of, 
and alLexcuse forthe mob and promises 
to punish the guilty parties, wherever 


they may be found, according to their 


own laws. As to the Baltimore assault, 
this is about as clear a case of exonera- 
tion on the part of the Chilean 

overnment as they could arrange 
or. The question ot compensation 
to the men wounded and relatives of 
the men killed is one that must rest in 
the judgment of the Chilean people un- 
less that government is responsible in 
some way. If that government is re- 
sponsible for the affair and refuses to 
make reparation of course it is our duty 
to make reclamations of them and upon 
their commerce we we money 
enowu the sustained. 
our Sulavement for the wrong done to 
our citizens, then the question of indem- 
nity is one of mere benevolence. such 
as we éxercised after the Chinese mas- 
sacre at Rock Springs. Ifin place of 
Matta Chile had had a man of good 
temper, experience and sound judgment 
at the head of the Department of the 
Exterior, corresponding to our State 
Department, we would not have had all 
this trouble.”’ 

Senator Morgan scouted the rumor to 
the effect that this Government would 
urge Chile to hasten her answerto our 
communication. ‘That would bea very 
singular request to make,’’ he said. ‘it 
would not do; it would be a very undig- 
nifled demand for this Government to 
make. If the Government has an ulti- 
matum to propound to Chile let it do it 
and not let it depend in any sense 
whether Chile is in a hurry to answer.”’ 

In reply to a suggestion of hope that 
a peaceful so'ution would result, Sena- 
tor Morgan said: ‘I never had any 
doubt aboutit. I have not put war 
paint on since it started. I thinkinthe 
end our relations with Chile will be 
strengthened and our prospects for 
their trade made better and brighter 
than they are now.”

“BIG BETSY.” 


The Monterey’s Monster Gun Arrives at 
the Union Iron Works. 

San Francisco, Jan. 23.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The 12-inch rifle, the 
first gun of its kind turned out by the 
Governmeut for the new navy, and de- 
signed for the coast-defense vessel Mon- 
terey. the construction of which is now 
rapidly approaching completion, arrived 
inthis city this morning, having left 
Washington January 18. J. C. Hardie, 
of the quarte: master's office, who was 
specially detailed to take charge of the 
transportation of the big gun. formally 
turned the huge weapon over to Capt. 
Clark, inspector of erdnance from the 
Mare Island navy yard, who, after care- 


fully examining the gun, turned it over 


tothe Union Iron Works, where the 
Monterey is building.

The Bandits Pursued by a Posse and 
Finally Surrounded,

Lamar (Mo.,) Jan. 28.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Missouri Pacific 
train, which reached here at 12:80 this 
morning, was boarded at Sheldon by 


two men who went to the express car | 


and held up Express Messenger Houck, 
Baggagemaster Hall and Passenger 
Agent Barrett, from whom money and 
jewelry were taken.

Fort Scott (Kan.,) Jan. 238.—Soon 
after the robbery at Lamara dispatch 
was received here to watch for two 
men, stating that they left ona freight 
train for this place.

At Miamistown the freight was over- 
taken and the officers boarded the car 
immediately behind the one in which 
the bandits had takén refuge. The lat- 
ter immediately opened fire upon their 
pursuers. The officers returned the fire 
and shots were continuously exchanged 
through the ends of the car, all the way 
to Pleasonton. five miles. Here a posse 
which had béen summoned met the 
train, surrounded the car, and called 


upon the fugitives to surrender. They 
replied by firing throtgh the sides of 
the car. After exchanging shots for 


an hour one of the robbers was killed. 
The other then surrendered. He is 
seriously wounded. He gives the name 
of Charles Meyers of Kansas City, Kan. 

Kansas City, Jan. 23.—A _ reporter 
called at the house in Kansas City, 
Kan., where Meyerssaid helived. Two 
women were found, one of whom said 
she was Mevers’s wife and the other his 
mother. When asked where Meyers 
was, they said he left last night with 
his brother-in-law, S. C. Francis, for 
Harrisonville, and was expected home 
tonight. The women were very nerv- 
ous and reserved in answering ques- 
tions, and made no comment when told 
of the robbery,and wounding of Mey- 
ers and killing of his companion. Mrs. 
Meyers said her -tffisband had been 
running a ‘‘joint,”’ or Kansas saloon. 
The police do not knowhim. It is sup- 
posed the dead robber is S. C. Francis. 

The police of Kansas Citv, Kan., re- 
ceived a telegram tonight for the Meyers 
saying: ‘‘Tell my wifeitisus. Iam 
badly wounded.’’ The ‘-us,’’ evidently 
includes Francis. The latter and Mey- 
ers married sisters. Francis was a 
cousin of Gov. Francis, whom he 
greatly resembled, and a nephew of 
Judge Cowan of St. Louis. He was heir 
to an estate near Baltimore bequeathed 
to him in trust by his father. Meyers 
is a son of a wealthy Missouri stockman.

“MUCH COUSIN MAN.” 


How the Alien Contract Law Has Been 
Violated. 

New York, Jan. 23:—[By the Assocl- 
ated Press.] Contract Labor Inspectors 
Conkling and Osborne, sent from this 
city to the mining districts of Pennsyl- 
vania to investigate the workings of 
the alien contract law, have sent a re- 
port to Secretary Foster. The report 
states that they discovered evidences of 
wholesale violation of the law inthe 
mines surrounding Scranton. Nine- 
tenths of the ‘miners at present em- 
ployed are Hungarians or Slavs. Five 
years ago the miners there were nearly 
all Americans. At the Arion mine, in 
Western Pennsylvania, Hungarian and 


Italian immigrants came in squads 
of 200 at a time direct from 
the barge office in this City, 


under charge of padrones. At the 
mines near Carbondale, in 1886. there 
were 600 miners, all American citizens, 
While the miners’ strike was on in 1890 
large numbetsof Slavs and Hungarians 
were brought to the mines from Castle 
Garden under protection of Pinkerton 
detectives. At the last election out of 
7%7 miners employed there just 68 
were entitled to vote. 

The inspectors found that immigrants 
were brought over from Europe in 
droves, passed through the barge office 
by an agent and taken to the mines to 
supersede American miners. There are 
several men employed by mine owners 
whose sole duty isto visit the barge 
office and get immigration contract 
laborers passed through. 
particular was nicknamed ‘Much 
Cousin Man,”’ as he would visit the barge 
office and secure the release of immi- 
grants, claiming them-as cousins, broth. 
ers or other relatives. -

Overruled. 


The Law on ‘False Pretenses’” Set 
Forth by Judge Smith, 


A Jury Finally Secured for the Trial 
of Stump. 


A Rather Basy Day for Divorce Business— 


Steamer Libeled — General 
Court Notes—New 
Cases. 


In Department One, yesterday after- 
noon, Judge Smith rendered his decis- 
ion overruling the demurrer interposed 
by C. E. Norton to the indictment on 
file against him in accordance with the 
following opinion: 

The indictment charges the defendants 
with obtaining property by false pretenses. 
Defendants assign seVeral causes in de- 
murrer. 

The tirst we notice is the conteztion that 
their offense is not alleged to have been 
committed in Los Angeles county, State of 
California. After setting out the county 
and State and by way of inducement de- 
scribing the landin Los Angeles county, 
State of California, the indictment charges 
thatthe defendants did, then and there, 
knowingly, designedly, etc., make the rep- 
resentations alleged to be false, and upon 
which the party, Baldwin, relied, etc., and 
among other thingsin setting forth these 
representations the pleading describes land, 
in Orange county, this State, and following 
this the words *‘thenand there” are used in 
alleging that the party relied upon such 
representations and parted with their prop- 

erty, etc. Nowif “then andthere’’in the 
part of the indictment following the de- 
scription of the land in Orange county re-. 
ier toOrange county then the most that 
can be claimed is that part of the acts con- 
stituting the offensetranspired in Los An- 
geles county and part in Orange county, 
bringing the case within section 781, Penal 
Code, which provides that when an offense 
is committed in partin one county and in 
part in another the jurisdiction is in either. 

It is urged that the facts set forth do not 
constitute a public offense and the conten- 
tion is that the party defrauded was in a 
position where he had access to records and 
thé land itself, and that he could: have as- 
certained its condition, and that it was his 
duty to do so, and therefore he had no right 
to rely on such representations, that he was 
equally at fault tor the fraud, and so no 
crime can be imputed to defendants. 

The authorities do not sustain this post- 
tion. Mr. Wharton, in his work of crimi- 
nal law, section 1186, says: ‘It has been 
repeatedly held that it matters not how 
patent the falsity of a pretense may be if it 
succeeds in defrauding.’’ See also people 
vs. Jordan (66 Cal. 10) where it is held: 
“The pretense need not be such as cannot 
be guarded against by common prudence."’ 

The contention of counsel has todo more 
with the proof as to whether the party re. 
lied upon the representations and was 
thereby induced to part with his property, 
for if the representations were so, absurd 
and irrational as to Brag the credulity

The defendant thereupon entered his 
plea of not guilty to the charge against 
him, and the’case was *thereupon or- 
dered placed on the trial calendar to be 
set on Monday next.

The allegation is that Malone parted with

A Munificent Humbug.. 

It is not worth while for the orange- 
growers of California to felicitate them- 
selves over much on the crumbs that 
have fallen frgm the rich men’s tables 
in the form of a reduction on orange 
freights hiang $1.35 te 90 cents per 
hur dred, 

When the orange men bécame fully 
apprised of the damage which had been 
done to the crop by the winds and 
frosts of December they applied to the 
Traffic Association for a reduction in 
freights to help them out of the emer- 
gercy. ~The reduction specified was 
granted on all lines from California to 
Chicago, but it applied to damaged 
fruit only. and was to extend onty to 
February ‘15th proximo. But Chairman 
Vining held that he was not qualified 
to authorize the vote alone. He must 
refer it tothe other commissioners of 
the Western Traffic Association. It has 
not reached them. A dispatch says: 
“Itis probable that February 15 will 
arrive before the proper authority can 
be obtained. The California fruit- 
growers will lose their fruit, the rail- 
ways will lose their traffic, but the 
majesty and ponderosity of the West- 
ern Traffic Association will be vindi- 


cated.”’ 


Well, what of it? A concession such 
as that.named would not amount to apny- 
thing at. best, 
which could have been picked from the 
trees up to February 15 would not be 
worth shipping. Under the best cir- 
cumstances the bulk of our fruit is not 
fit to place upon the market before the 
last of February or first of March. 
Any scheme which would contemplate 
gathering the immature damaged fruit 
and hustling it off to the East in quan- 
tities would simply mean disaster to 
the shippers. By the time they received 
their consignees they 
would fnd that they bad had their 
trouble for their pains, and, besides the 
absolute loss of fruit, they would have 
to go down into their pockets for money 
with which to pay freight bills ahd 
other charges. They would then real- 
ize that it would have been vastly more 
profitable for them to let the fruit rot 
on the ground, for in that event they 
might have got a fertilizer out of it. 

The appeal made by the fruit-grow- 
ers to the railroads was tor a reduction. 
in freights, so that they might save 
something from the remnant of the 
crop—the good oranges which will, 
come to maturity in February, March 
and April, and which, though somewhat 
‘secarified as to rind, and suffering de- 
preciation in price on that account, 
will still be palatable. If the growers 
could recoup themselves in lessened 
rates of freight for the losses which 


| ghey must necessarily sustain in the 


market prices they would make the 
most of the remnant left them. 

But the railroad magnates cannot see 
itin that light.

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THE TREASURY SURPLUS. 


Democratic Congressmen Trying 
| to Investigate It. 


Assistant Secretary Spaulding Gives 
Them Treasury. Pointers 
To Help Them Along in the Proposed 
Tariff Legislation. 


Other Washington News—Two Senatorial 
Contests Virtually Decitied—Indications 
that the World’s Fair Management 
Will be Investigated. 


By Telearavh to The Times. ~ 
Wasuinctox, Jan. 38.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.]{ By request of the 
Ways and Means Commnittee Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury Spaulding 
appeared before the) committee today. 
The object of the inquiry was to secure 
official information as to the revenues 
and expenditures of the Government as 
a preliminary to any possible tariff leg- 
islation. Spaulding a compari- 
son between the current fiscal year and 
the fiscal year‘ended June 30, 1890, 
the year before the. present tariff act 
went into effect. Hesaid the total reve- 
nue receipts, estimated, for the current 
fiscal year were 8362,000,000, against 
403,079,000 for the fiscal year of 
1890;' The actual receipts for the first 
six months of the current fiscal year 
were about &7,000,000 more than the 
expenditures for the corresponding six 
months. The expenditures (estimated) 
for,the current fiscal year are $338,- 
000.000 or about $24.000,000 less 
than the estimated receipts. Spaulding 
stated that the postal receipts and ex-: 
penditures were not included in his 
statement, tat the deficit 
in the postal department was _in- 
cluded in the expenditures, so the 
surpius shown was not affected. The 
Secretary said it would be necessary to 
take $10,000,000 out of the apparent 
surplus of $24,000.000 to previde for 
the sinking fund requirements He 
added that in addition to the $24,000,- 
COV) apparent surplus there was cash 
in the treasury amounting to $139,- 
728,000, making a total of $153.893- 
e included in the cash in the 
treasury gold reserves of $100,000,- 
000 heid-for redemption of greenbacks 
amounting to $346.000,000. 


Mr. Bryan of Nebraska asked if this 


gold resérve was available for Govern- 


ment expenses. 
Mr. Spaulding’replied that he under- 
stood that Secretary Foster so consid- 
ered it and in reply to further inquiries 
from De.nocratic members, who desired 
to know if Congress had not recognized 
_the gold reserves as set aside for a 


purpose. he said “that there-is~ 


nQ statute setting it aside; there might 
be a resolution setting it aside infere n- 
tially. 

The discussion of the gold reserve 
soon resulted in a cross fire between 
Democratic and Republican members of 
the committee, the former contending 
that it wasa fund fora special purpose 
and not available forordinary purposes, 
while the latter asserted the contrary. 
McKenna declared that they always re- 
garded it asa part of the ordinary re- 
sources, 

Turner of Georgia asked Spaulding: 
“Suppose the treasury were to get into 


a pinch, could the gold reserve be} 


used?’’ 
Spaulding. Yes, sir} Ithink.so. 
Turner. Now some $20,000,000 of 

the bonds were“extended; don't you 

consider them current liabilities? 

Spaulding. No, sir; they were ex- 
tended at the option of the Government, 
but not of the holders. 

MacClennan, Chief. of the Warrant 
division of the Treasury Department, 
in reply to Turner said that this exten- 
sion was not under authority of law, but 
was a treasury arrangement between 
the Government and creditors. 

Turner said that aside from the gold 
reserves he understood the figures of 
the.Treasury Department showed a sur- 
plus of cash left in the treasury of $39,- 
000,000, that included fractional sil- 
ver and extended. bonded debt, over 
$25,000.000. ‘Taking out this frac- 
tional silver and extended debt,’’ said 
he, .‘“‘there will be-a surplus, will 
there?’’. 

MacClennan replied that there would 
be a little left, but not very much. To 
Bryan he said that $10,000,000 on ac- 
count of the sinking’fund was still left 
out of consideration. 

In reply to springer MacClennan said 
that ‘at the close of last month the 
Treasury Department paid out upward 
of $7,000,000 on account of sugar 
bounties.

TALKS WITH THE VISITORS. 


Mrs. Frank Leslle-Wilde and Husband— 
Miss Parioa and Kate Field. 
MRS. FRANK LESLIE-WILDE, 

‘Let us godown aqnthe beach and 
watch this glorious sunset—just you 
and me by our two selves,’’said Mrs. 
Frank Leslie-Wilde in, her soft liquid 
Southern voice, to a Times representa- 
tive. as she sat on the veranda of Hotel 
Redondo looking toward the sea. There 
was a glad assent, and soon two women 
strolled dowf? the walk towards the 
ocean, which looked like a rippling sea 
of glass in the golden glow of the Janu- 
ary sunset. Passing down the broad 
fight of stone steps leading from the 
terrace to the beach, the two sat down 
in the pretty rustic summer house, and, 
with the waves of the broad Pacific 
cently lapping the sandy shore at their 
feet, chatted for an hour. 

There was a world of tender, womanly 
sympathy shining in the large gray 
eves of Mrs. Leslie, who, by her mar- 
velous success as the editor and business 
manager of one of America’s greatest 
journals has made the path of journal- 
ism for women somewhat smoother, as 
she turned her expressive face to the 
ether and began: 

“There is no person in the world who 
interests me so much as the woman 
journalist. The best possible equip- 
ment for the woman writer. is active 
journalism. It puts her in healthy 
touch with the world at large, eradi- 
cates narrowness, and she learns to 
read human nature andto know people 
and affairs as in no other capacity. 
Her quick intuition, her nice percep- 
tion and her keen observation is her 
safeguard against all rudeness, and she 
is accorded the utmost courtesy by in- 
telligent people. . The world is ready to 
receive hercordially when she enters 
heartily apon the work asking no favors 
on account of sex.’’ 

When questioned asto her own busi- 
life Mrs. spoke — freely: 
Every morning 1 go to my office at 
9:30, where I remain till 4:30, when 
Mr. Wilde calls for mein the Victoria 
orthe phaeton and we drive until it ~is 
time t) dress for dinner. Every Thurs- 
day evening Ireceive my friends, and 
so you see ldead a busy life. When my 
husband, the late Frank Leslie, died I 
knew nothing of the business interests 
of the magazine. I had never been 
through the business office half a dozen 
times in my life, and had been wonder- 
fully care-free- from the time when. as 
a bride of 15. I held court in Peru, 
where my first husband was in Govern- 
ment employ.’’ 

Turning her bright, refined face to- 
ward her listener she said: *‘Every line 
you see here has come since I took up 
the burden of the management of Frank 
Leslie’s Magazine. ten vearsago. My 
health is absolutely perfect. I have not 
been confined to my bed a day for 
twenty years. On the maternal side I 
inherit a long life, my mother living in 
perfect health at the age of 70 years, 
but, notwithstanding all this, the cares 
of business have.left their traces. I 
have been accused of having seen more 
summers than my husband, but this is 
not so; he is 46 and 1 am several years 
his junior—not so very many, perhaps, 
but a few.’’ 

**What do I think of California? It is 

my early love. Los Angeles has lost 
none of her charms of climate and 
seenery which so entranced m2 when. I 
visited here thirteen years ago. I have 
regarded it as the ideal spot ever since. 
Mr. Leslie and I spent some time in this 
vicinity then, and every year since the 
memory of the fascination whicb en- 
thralled me tnen has deepened. [ re- 
member especially our visit to the old 
an Gabriel Mission. I became much 
interested in an old Spanish woman 
who was more than 100 years of age. 
and I uhderstand she died but a year or 
two ago. Inever shall forget how her 
wrinaied face lightei up when I spoke 
to her in her native tongue, as I hap- 
pened to be the only one of the party 
who could speak Spanish. I[ delight in 
this language more than anyother 1 
know; indeed, I always say mv prayers 
in Spanish. When I returnedto New 
York as the outcome of thistrip I wrote 
my little book ‘From Gotham to the 
Golden Gate.’ ” 

Passing to topics of a less personal 
nature, Mrs. Leslie conversed of other 
things. Whatevershe sayscarries with 
ita deep impression. She has a pleas- 
ant fasion of saying things” She has 
traveled widely and knows how to talk 
entertainingly of the people and things 
she has seen. She speaks five lan- 
4 guages fluently and is, therefore, at 
ease in other countries than her own. 
Notwithstanding that her present hus- 
band, Mr. Wilde. is an- Englishman, she 
gives unreservedly the palm of chiv- 
alric courtesy toward women to Amer- 
icans.

‘‘Well,’? was the reply, ‘the laws of 
my State granted mé the privilege. and 
I think it best and proper to retain my 
name till Mr. Wilde shall make for him- 
selfaname equalto my,own or that 
given me by my former husband, and 
till he does I shall retain my own.’’ 


WILLIAM WILDE, 
Glancing over the crowd the eve of 


the interviewer fell on the tall form of 


Mr, Wilde. in that direc- 
tion, by a happy coincidence, an intro- 
duction was brought about, and soon 
Mr. Wilde was cornered and engaged in 
conyersation. 

With a touch of English gallantry be- 
cause, perhaps, the interviewer hap- 
pened to bea woman, Mr. Wilde pro- 
ceeded at once to speak of woman in 
journalism. It seems to be a favorite 
topic with Mr. Wilde and with reason, 
since his wife isso accomplished a lit- 
erary woman, and has so much at 
heart the interests of women journal- 
ists. 

‘Woman in journalism is new and 
rare in England.”” he*began. and until 
recently she has not been received 
with the favor and sense of equality as 
in America. Here, I find she is, par- 
don the Masonic expression, ‘free and 
accepted,* .During* our trip across the 
continent we have found in.every town 
we have passed through women repre- 
sentatives ofthe press. As an old jour- 
nalist, connected for years with Vanity 
Fair, the Daily London Telegraph and 
the Daily Graphic, an illustrated 
newspaper of London, I am. free 
to confess that among the many audi- 
ences tuat I have addressed from time 
to time the woman who takes you into 
a corner*and literally kodaks your soul 
interests me infinitely more. than any 
other type of her Kind. Until within 
the last three years the newspaper 
woman of London was merely a ‘clothes 
woman,’ by that I mean her journalistic 
duties lay solely in the direction of de- 
scribing the toilets of women. One of 
the recent jon~ualistic ventures of the 
Daily Graphic, however, has been the 
employment of young lady journalists 
especially selected—bright girls who 
are trained to observe closely, describe 
minutely-and intelligently—to enter, in 
short, upon the career of actnal jour- 
nalism, English journals have come to 
see the value of utilizing pen-women 
and intrusting to them tbe journalistic 
tasks for which their special nature and 
intuition tfitsthem, In my opinion those 
editors will be wise in their generation 
who recognize’ the unique value of 
clever girls as journalists. They suc- 
ceed as artistic critics, and from my 
own experience I fully believe them en- 
tirely capable of writing editorials in 
the special line to which they are 
adapted. But let the rough be to the 
rough, and the gentle to the gentle, 
and therefore in the name of literature 
and art never trust politics to petti- 
coats.’’

Shortly aftér 9 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing the case of the people vs. Ritzman et 
al. was resumed in Justice Rose's court- 
room with Attorney Gibbs at the bat and 
Attorney Arthur on deck. . 

In reviewing the testimony of the pre- 
vious day Mr. Gibbs endeavored to convince 
the jury that the defendants were guilty 
of maintaining a nuisance by keeping their 
eXpress_ wagons standing on Raymond ave- 
nue near Colorado street, thereby inter- 
fering with the free use and right to the 
property occupied by Kennedy &Co..on 
the west side and the Pasadena Transfer 
©o. on the east side of the avenue. 

Attornev Arthur for the defense argued 
that the action wasthe outgrowth of per- 
sonal spite on the part of Messrs. Burrell 
aud Morrison of the Pasadena Transfer Co., 
which institution was dubbed, a “giant. mo- 


nopoly.”” If the business of-the transfer | 


company or of Kennedy & Co. had been 
interfered with Mr. Arthur claimed ”thata 
civil suit should Lave been instituted in- 
stead of shouldering the responsibility on 
the State and the expense on the taxpayers 
and making it a criminal tase. Stress was 


laid on the fact that abouta year ago the 


city, by authority of certain powers vested 
in it by the State, had passed an ordinance 
forbidding the expressmen to stand their 
teams on certain portions of Colorado 
street and Fair Oaks avenue, and that there. 
fore, by implication, the standing of the 
teams on Raymond avenue could not bea 
nuisance. Mr. Arthur further stated that 
the remedy lay in amending the ordinance 
referred to so astoinclude Raymond ave- 
nue, and tnat he, in his capacity of City At. 
torney, would submit such an amendment 
to the Council in the afternoon. 

“Mr. Gibbs tn his concluding remarks took 
occasion to refer to Mr. Arthur's action in 


this connection in rather uncomplimentary |. 


terms. “What right,’’ said he, addressing 
the jury, ‘has Mr. Arthar, as City Attor- 


ney, tocome here and defend an ebstruc- 


tion to one of our streets?”’ 

“The same right,’’ responded Mr. Arthur, 
“that you have to stand there and make an 
assof vourself.’’ Whereupon Mr. Gibbs 
refrained from further commént on the 
point in,question and brought his remarks 
toa quick close. At 11 o'clock the case 
went to the jury, who returned a verdict in 
favor of the defendants in less than ten 
minutes. But one ballot was taken. 

OITY COUNCIL IN SESSION. 


The City Council met in regular session at 


1 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 

The minutes of the last previous meeting 
were read and approved. 

The ordinance granting to George H. 
wen gen and his assigns a franchise to build 
and operate an electric street railroad over 
certain Streets of the city was read for the 
second time and adopted section by section. 
The ordinance grants the above right for a 
per@®d of titty years. Either a single or a 
double track may be laid. The railroad 
must be*constructed of the best material, 
such as is used in first-class roads operated 
by like power, the city reserving the right 
to compel by ordinance the adoptign and 
use by the railroad of such inventions and 
improvements as may be deemed necessary. 
The grantee and hig assigns shall keep the 
road in good repair and shall plank, - pave 


“or macadamize the entire length ofthe street 


used by the tracks between the rails and 
for two fect on either side and between the 
tracks, if there be more than one, whenever 
so ordered by the trustees or other legis- 
lative body. The city reserves the right to 
levy an annual license on the cars. The 
ordinance further provides that the rate of 


/fare for any distance on the road one way 


shall not exceed 5 cents within the corpor- 
ate limits of the city, and that public 
school children shall only pay half fare, 
the tickets to be pufchased in quantities of 
at least adollar’s worth atatime, and to 
be used only in actual passage to and from 
school. Work on the road is to begun 
within one vear, and the railroad must be 
actually completed and. in operation and 
run by electricity withintwo years from 
date. The right is granted to construct the 
road over the following streets: Begin- 
ning at Lake avenue at the northern boun- 
dary of the city, south along Lake avenue 
to Villa street, west on Villa to Los Robles, 
south on Los: Robles to Walnut. west to 
‘Euclid avenue south to Colorado, west 
Colorado. Also from Colorado street south 
on Raymond avenue to the south city limits. 

A petition signed by property owners and 
business men was read asking that an ordi- 
nance be passed prohibiting hackmen and 
expressmen from standing on Raymond av- 
enue between Union and Kansas streets. 
An ordinance of this kind was drawn up by 
the City Attorney and declared read-for the 
firsMtime. 

An ordinance establishing the grade of 
Moline avenue from Gira street to the 
north city limits was taken from the table 
and adopted section by section, 

The report of Mrs. Merritt, public libra. 
rian, for December, was read and filed. 
During the month 366. new books were re- 


eceived and tbe circulation of books for 


home use was 2280. There were 4310 
books in steck on Deeember 31. The re- 
ceipts from subscription fees and fines 
amoucted to $58.85. 

A communication signed by P. W. Lacey 
was read stating that he and other prop- 
erty owners will tile a protest against the 
grading of Moline avenue on or before Jan- 
uary 30.

EX-REV. J. W. ELLIS 


Says “Divine Retribution” is Overtaking 
His 
Ex-Rev. John W. Ellis has again 
bobbed up in the San Francisco papers. 
The facts of his sensational trial before 
the San Francisco presbytery, which 
resulted in his deposition from the 
pastorate of the Central Presbyterian 
Church of that city, are still fresh in

In the meantime, Ellis is 
posing as a martyr, and ‘‘keeping tally”’ 
on his ‘“persecutors,’’ as he 
who took a prominent part in sYowing 
the  ex-reverend upin his tru@ light 
Having nothing in particular to occupy 
his mind, Ellis‘has formulated a list of 
his ‘‘persecutors,’?’ who have been, as 
he says, overtaken by ‘‘divine retribu- 
tion,’’ and in a lengthy interview in the 
Examiner of Friday delivered himself 
as follows, as he counted off his list on 
his fingers: 

One of them is now in the insane asylum. 

aay died within six weeks of pneu- 

onia, 

third hasbeen charged with embezzle- 
ment. 

A fourth lost his favorite son by death. 

A tifth wascrushedin a street-car disas- 
ter, 

A sixth resigned his pastorate and re. 
sorted to secular pursuits. 

A seventh lost his standing in the pres. 
bytery which refused to send him as com. 
missioner to the General Assembly. 

And the eighth is now involved in the 
Sidney Bell case, and by several affidaviis, 
as well as his own, he is made to appear as 
aiding conspiracy and bribery.

The violin is justly considered the 
king of instruments. To play any in- 
strument well enough to be a member 
of agrand orchestra requires a great 
deal of study and long practice. You 
cabnot give a direct answer to the ques- 
tion: how long will it take to become a 
skillful performer on any particular in- 
strument? It depends entirely on the 
man, just as at school one boy will 
learn his lesson in half the time it wil! 
take another boy to perform the same 
task. Most violinists begin to study 
‘and ‘practice when they are mere chii- 
dren and keep hard at work until they 
have become of age. Even after they 
have become professional musicians

In an. orchestra, more. perhaps, than 
anywhere else in the world, each man 
attends strictly to his own business. 
Each musician has simply his own in- 
strumental part in front of him. When 
he is not plaving he may have to count 
the time during a rest, but he is obliged 
to resume his playing at the proper. 
time. An amusing story is toldof a 
German, an old and experienced musi- 
cian, who played the bass drum in an 
orchestra. He hadthoroughly mastered 
what is called the ‘“‘time’’ of a certain 
composition. He knew that he had 
367% bars tocount before he would 
have to resume playing; so one even- 
ing. feeling very hungry, be did not hes- 
itate to quietly leave the orchestra, 
counting the time as he went (1, 2, 3, 
4, été”) procured a sandwich, and re- 
turned in time to resume his playing in 
the right place. If this incident oc- 
curred it must have been many years 
ago. for the discipline maintained in 
modern orchestras, I need scarcely say, 
would not make such an episode pos- 
sible. 

A few wéfitts about the conductor. He 
has before him the whole score, the 
part each instrument is to play: the 
name of the instrnments being on the 
left hand side of the sheet, running from 
top to bottom, and the music being writ- 
ten from left to right. The conductor 
makes various motions to the orchestra, 
gestures, etc., which, ina certain way, 
are characteristic. For instance, as he 
glances at his score when he sees that a 
certain instrument has got to begin 
playing he naturally turns toward that 
instrument and by a slight bow, or nod 
to the player, indicates that itis time 
for him to begin. When he wants the 
band to play softly he will raise his 
hands. The loud and stirring kind of 
music will be accompanied with more 
vigorous gestures, and so on, each 
uusical conductor having his own pecu- 
liar methods and mannerisms. ’

‘‘Lead us not into temptation.” 

“I can scarcely see the necessity for 
that petition,’’ says the man whose re- 
ligion is his high morality. “If aman 
has fixed moral principles and well-es- 
tablished habits he is not inclined to 
break away from restraint and yield to 
so-called temptations. I for one have 
too much se}f-respect to be guilty of 
wrong-doing, and, furthermore, my in- 
¢linations would not lead mein the di- 
rection of committing anv overt act or 
any deed that would reflect upon my 
manhood, so you see that this petition 
is nota necessary one for me to offer. 
It may do, perhaps, for weak-minded 
men and for women and children.”’ 
Thus reasons the man of stern mor- 
ality, strong in the consciousness of his 
integrity and his devotion to principle. 
But alas! he looks only upon the surface 
of things; he isa stranger to that ac- 
tive inner life of his; to the motives 
that govern it and the impulses that 
control it; he is unconscious of the 
thousand temptations that constantly 
lie in wait for him, and fhat beset him 
in various s so that he never 
dreams of resisting them, never looks 
upon them in the light of temptations, 
but unconsciously yields to their sway. 
Let us examine some of these and dis- 
cover, if possible, if we are not in their 
toils., - 

A temptation is that which invites us 
to wtong-doing, either consciously of 
otherwise. 

One of’ the most common of secret 
temptations is, perhaps, the one which 
leads us to the indulgence of unjust 
thoughts of others., Who is free from 
such tendengies?

‘*jndge not that ye be not judged?”’ Is 
not the temptation often present to 
judge harshly even when we know 
nothing of the motives or the extenu- 
ating circumstances which influenced 
the conduct of the one whom we judge? 
It is only the surface of any man's life 
that we can see. There is a deep un- 
dercurrent of thought with which we 
never comein contact.
